Nelson emergence was signaled 
in a series of directives he issued 
last week which blocked all plants 
for immediate, widespread resum p­ 
tion of civilian goods output. 
Three Nelson orders, taken to­ 
gether, constitute a partial outline 
of his eventual reconversion pro­ 
gram while turning aside pressure 
for extensive reconversion 
now. 
The trio also left no doubt that 
Nelson is going ahead to put his 
program in operation even though 
the W hite House has given no overt 
sign that the reconversion Job is 
hie. 
An order continuing the ban on 
construction, another declaration 
against relaxing steel use restric­ 
tions for non-essential civilian pro­ 
ducts. and a third forbidding the 
channeling of perm itted 
civilian 
m anufacturers to labor shortage 
areas together constituted Nelson's 
developing pattern.

Jan. 17—Theof- 
fice of price adm inistration 
will embark on a new policy of 
mailing gasoline ration coupons to 
m otorists in a move to curb wide- 
scale thieving of coupons from ra­ 
tion boards, it was announced late 
Saturday. 
The plan, first tried out expert 
mentally in W ashington, will make 
use of closely guarded central is 
suing stations in metropolitan cen­ 
ters for distribution of the gas ra­ 
tions throughout the country. 
The plan will be put into opera­ 
tion in Cleveland about the middle 
of February, it was disclosed, and 
then will be extended 
to other 
metropolitan centers with popula­ 
tions over 1 0 0 .0 0 0 . 
Cost 142 Million Gallons 
In the opinion of OPA officials 
the new system of distribution will 
elim inate 
entirely the 
wholesale 
theft of gas coupons, which last 
year cost the nation 142,000,000 gal­ 
lons of gasoline. 
Two other advantages 
of the 
plan, according to ration officials, 
will be elimination of a great load 
of work from local boards and a 
uniform issuance of gasoline ra­ 
tions. with a more accurate check 
on applicants. 
The OPA announced that when 
the mailing system is put into uni­ 
form operation, all of the country’s 
5.600 local w ar price and ration 
boards will be relieved of the task 
o f ,sending out gas rations. 
8till Apply Locally 
Under the plan, however, each 
car owner will continue to apply 
for his ration at his local board. 
The 
board 
will 
determ ine 
the 
amount of the ration, and will tell 
(he central station to mail out the 
required num ber of coupons. 
Thus. for (he average motorist. 
OPA officials said, the plan will 
mean only that his ration will be 
mailed to him from the central 
station for his community, rather 
than from his local board. 
“Since the issuing centers will be 
provided with 24-hour safeguard* 
aud usually will be situated in a 
small, unguarded building in the 
suburb of a city, the likelihood of 
robbery will be greatly reduced,” 
the OPA said.

RADUALLY, aa the government’* need of 
money to prosecute the war has been met 
with various campaigns to encourage popular 
investment in federal securities, the importance 
of patriotic prudence hat impressed itself upon 
the people.

—and beyond them all has bean the government's 
ability to draw on tho savings of its people tor 
the fundi It needed to prosecute the war. 
Th# success of tho Fourth War Loan drive is 
a foregone conclusion. Patriotic prudence will 
do the job, aa it has done it in every previous 
drive and will continua to do it until the war 
has bean won. 


Serving The People

HS unmistakably clear statement by the war 
department 
for 
guidance

personnel 
charged with furnishing information to the army, 
that "tho army la serving the people, not expect­ 
ing to dominate them," la a bell ringer for com­ 
mon sense. There is reason for unlimited hope 
in the Influence of the men who have served 
the nation in this war if they use It la the 
years to come ae citizens within the democracy. 
Their hard contact with reality in their war­ 
time experiences will help them to do something 
Americans have not been doing too well in re­ 
cent years—-to see through the superficialities to 
the fundamental things that count The pride 
they will take in citizenship that bas been earned 
by sacrifice, not merely bestowed by birth or 
obtained by legal process will keep them alert 
to its responsibilities. Having seen enough of other 
parte of the world to make direct comparisons, 
they will appreciate their heritage. 
As Is customary, for obscure reasons, some 
Americans already are worrying about the impact 
of upward of 10,000,000 citizens who have per­ 
formed military service. The Impact la some­ 
thing to think about, to be sure, but not to worry 
about If the 10,000,000 haven’t learned by their 
war experience what kind of an America is worth 
saving, then their efforts ere being wasted and 
they might aa well take up tatting. 


Labor Is Not Above Criticism 
O 
RGANIZED labor is coming dangerously close 
In answering its critics to the position that 
It Is above criticism from any source. 
This would be a disastrous mistake, as disas­ 
trous as the similar mistake made by big busi­ 
ness under similar circumstances a decade ago. 
Then, ae now, the American public wa* aware 
of defecta that needed correction and receptive 
to suggestions for bringing it about—and then, 
aa now, th# stubborn refusal of the objecta of 
the criticism to accept any of It in good faith 
merely added to the vehemence of the critics. 
Organised labor, has become one of the strong­ 
est minorities in the nation. Its strength entails 
acceptance of responsibility for its behavior; that 
is one of th# obligations of strength. If it refuses 
to accept responsibility, other elements in the 
population must have recourse to collective ac­ 
tion; that was the motivation behind th# Smith- 
Connally act, and It is the motivation of all pro­ 
posals to make the organised labor minority 
more strictly accountable. 
Some of the proposals of correction are not 
made in good faith. But most of them are—and 
most of them deal only with matters which labor 
leadership coaid correct by its own initiative. 
The publio in general has no more desire to 
gee organized labor hamstrung by punitive law 
than It has to see business enterprise hamstrung. 
It would prefer to have both of them do their 
own housecleaning. For the immediate future it 
would like to MO organised labor withhold all 
further work stoppages for the sake not only of 
production bat tot tho benefit of the morale of 
millions of American fighting men who are fac­ 
ing injury and dontll to win tho war.

Revolution In Armament Appears Near As Science 


Develops Modern Applications From An Old Idea 


(This digest of an article on 
rocket weapons in The Infantry 
Jounral was prepared by Inter­ 
national News Hervice with spec­ 
ial permission and answers some 
of the questions raised by recent 
information about these weapons 
and their use in the war.)

N THE last few years, behind a 
curtain of secrecy which only 
recently has begun lo lift, the Euro­ 
pean war’s chief belligerents have 
brought into action nearly a dozen 
new weapons based on the rocket 
principle. 
We have the “bazooka”, David 
Infantryman's antidote for the Go­ 
liath tank. 
The British have one 
or more multi-barreled AA "guns” 
bhat fire heavy explosive rockets 
m salvos. 
The German Luftwaffe employs 
rocket bombs and the wehrmacht 
nses six-barreled rocket mortars 
in at least two calibers. 150- and 
210-mra. 
The Russian army has a six- 
barreled “gun”, the famed “ka- 
tush” of the defenders of Stalin­ 
grad, which is self-propelled and 
also may be mechanically loaded; 
large rockets launched from sim­ 
ple trestle-like racks and employ­ 
ing no “gun” at all; a 30-barreled 
affair of I to 2 inches in caliber 
for use against tanks and rocket 
bombs. 
Projectiles that fly to a target 
under their own power are IOO 
years older than the gun. 
Hitherto, all attem pts to use 
the principle have run afoul of 
technical 
difficulties 
and 
have 
achieved only short-lived success. 
These 
new 
weapons, 
however, 
work and work well. 
It may be that we are standing 
on the verge of a revolution in 
armament 
comparable 
to 
that 
brought by the development of 
modern automatic arms. 
OUR allies and enemies and we, 
ourselves, have turned to the 
rocket because a shell which car­ 
ries its firing chamber within it­ 
self and requires no initial ex­ 
plosion in a gun to send it on its 
way eliminates problems of recoil 
and gun-barrel stresses and over­ 
heat 
The gun becomes a simple 
aiming tube. 
Thus the rocket makes possible 
extraordinarily light arms which 
may be grouped in masses and 
fired at rates unheard of for con­ 
ventional arms. 
Recent advances have reduced 
the rocket’s traditional inacuracy 
sufficiently to permit these advan­ 
tages to be exploited. 
It will be 
surprising lf more rocket weapons 
are not on their way. 
Th# rocket principle is ea«y to 
understand- 
When a propellant 
piwer is ignited, whether in the 
firing chamber of a gun or a rock­ 
et, It generates enormous volumes 
of gases which exert pressure in 
all directions. 
In both cases, pressures to each 
side and up and down cancel each 
ether. 
In the gun, pressure forward ti 
relieved by ejection of the bullet; 
the guns’ re-oil is caused by the 
gases’ rearward pressure against 
the gun itself. 
In the rocket, Just the opposite 
takes place; Rearward pressure is 
permitted to escape through tall 
nozzles; 
forward pressure, how­ 
ever, has “no means of escape. So 
it pushes the rocket ahead. 
The rocket literally recoils Its 


way forward, harnessing the force 
which is the conventional gun's 
greatest bane. 
Rocketeers 
call 
til# rocket’s manner of progress 
“reaction propulsion”. 
It is somewhat this same princi­ 
ple which is employed in the new 
jet propulsion airplane. 
Although specific fuels used are 
closely guarded secrets, military 
rockets in general are driven by 
so-called “lazy” explosives; that is, 
standard propellant powders or 
gunpowder modified to burn slow 
ly< 
- 
Most existing rocket weapons 
are in the low or medium velocity 
category. 
Theoretical 
calculations 
show, 
however, that quite high velocities 
are attainable, even with present 
fuels, and the near-future may see 
the introduction of several high 
velocity rockets of war. 
T 
HE small band of experimenters 
who kept rocketry alive be­ 
fore the revival of military inter­ 
est believe that rockets offer th# 
ultimate possibility of extremely 
long-range artillery. 
Even if this should ptove de­ 
sirable (the airplane has largely 
obviated the necessity), however, 
altogether new 
fuela of vastly 
greater power 
than those now 
available 
would 
be 
necessary. 
Present rocket arms have only a 
fraction of the range of compara­ 
ble standard weapons. 
German and Soviet rocket arms 
(which are not man-carried and 
are therefore much larger than 
the American bazooka) generally 
have a range of about 200 yards. 
Only one reaches farther, the 
150-mm. 
There has been vast improve­ 
ment, but the rocket is still rela­ 
tively inaccurate. 
There are four reaeons for this. 
Because it travels at a low rate of 
speed at the start of its flight, in 
contrast to the standard projectile, 
which is traveling at its greatest 
speed as it leaves the gun muzzle, 
the rocket ie more prone to drift 
than the gun bullet 
Second, no powder charge bums 
with absolute uniformity. 
Wide 
variations occur in the thrust de­ 
livered by different charges at any 
given instant during combustion, 
although the total thrust delivered 
by the charges may be equal. 
These variations affect the rock­ 
et more than the standard bullet 
or shell, owing to the greater 
period of time during which the 
rocket charge burns and the va­ 
riations take place. 
T 
HIRD factor hi the rocket's 
want of accuracy is the fact 
the center of gravity shifts as the 
propellant, 
which 
naturally 
is 
placed In the rear half of the mili­ 
tary rocket in order to leave space 
for a charge in the head, la con­ 
sumed. 
The rocket becomes progressive­ 
ly nose heavier, a change which af­ 
fects Its trajectory. 
Consumption 
of the propellant Introduces a 
fourth source of inaccuracy. 
Aa long aa the charge burns, 
there Is a high pressure cone im­ 
mediately behind the rocket as a 
result of the tall jet. 
Once the 
charge is dead up, however, the 
rocket becomes an ordinary pro­ 
jectile. with the ordinary projec­ 
tile's low pressure erea behind. 
For one part of its flight, the 
rocket is one kind of a projectile, 
and for the other, another kind, 
with 
altogether 
different flight 
characteristics.

Big Fights Will Be Coming Up In Congress Soon On This Subject

T 
HE new session of congress will 
have lots of fights on its 
hands, but one of the blggeet may 
develop from a wholly unexpect­ 
ed quarter; industrial profits in 
wartime. 
The makings of oratory lie Id 
such Jaw-breaking general titles 
as "contract renegotiation” and 
“post-war reconversions”. 
The odds are that “contract re­ 
negotiation” doesn’t do much to 
excite the gent next door in an 
average American neighborhood. 
But the term carries the seed of 
battle on Capitol HIU. 
Contract renegotiation is a de­ 
vice through which the army and 
navy, after letting multi-million 
dollar contracts for armaments, 
can go back over them when the 
Job is done and strip away any 
profits they regard as excessive. 
It's bern going on almost ae long 
as war industry itsalf. 
But now the senate finance com­ 
mittee—using a new tax bill as 
the 
framework—has 
drafted 
a 
complete overhaul for the rene­ 
gotiation system. 
It would exempt standard rene- 


I gotiatimi, th us keeping army and 
navy auditors away from huge pur­ 
chases of non-military supplies. It 
would 
send 
disputed 
renegotia­ 
tions 
to the 
court of claims, 
making it possible for contractors 
to start suit against scaling down 
of their profits. 
Advocates of the changes say 
they are needed to prevent the 
government from getting a dan­ 
gerous hold on industrial econ­ 
omy and to give business a chance 
to get ready for its return to 
peace. 
Witnesses before the committee 
argued, too, that the government's 
renegotiators has been arbitrary 
and unfair in nome of their figur­ 
ing, with the result that some firms 
came out of contract renegotiation 
with a profit advantage over their 
competitors. 
But opponents say the amend­ 
ments could open the way for 
war profiteering in some cases. 
They argue curbs on excess war 
products 
would 
collapse 
under 
the weight of the senate commit­ 
tee bill. 
Some sources think, privately, 
that lf the bill ever does get 
through congress it will wind up 


with a presidential veto princi­ 
pally because of the renegotiation 
law changes. The veto would kill 
with it, however, the tax bill over 
which congress has labored for 
months. 
Treasury Secretary Henry Mor- 
genthau gave a hint of the trouble 
that may he brewing over war 
profits when he took 
a recent 
slap’at the senate committee’s de­ 
cision to change the renegotiation 
law. 
He 
said 
renegotiations 
have 
captured more than $5,000,000,000 
In excess war profits, and insisted 
the system should be continued. 
Members of the committee re­ 
plied, in effect, that Morgenthau 
didn’t know what he was talking 
about when he ventured into the 
field o f renegotiations. 
They agreed that the law to skim 
off uureasonahle war profits was 
important in the beginning of the 
armament program 
when 
there 
were no cost yardsticks. 
But those who want the law 
changed like the way one member 
puts lf privately: 
“l f the army and navy don't 
know how to draw a contract by 
now Its tune they learned.”

To provide a 
man with a Job in America Is first 
to provide $5.Out) worth of equip­ 
ment. That is the average per 
workman. 
THESE dollars come from the 
pockets of men and women 
who consumed a little less than 
they produced. They are sacrifice 
dollars. They are a certificate of 
credit, a token of work done, not 
to be exchanged immediately, but 
at some later time. 
What was the state of mind 
which animated millions of us be­ 
tween 1900 and 1930 to risk $10d.- 
OOo.OOO.OOO of our savings in new 
industries and in the expansion of 
old ones, which, at the end of the 
period, found a third of all our 
workers owing their jobs to this 
new venture money? 
We must strive to reproduce the 
atmosphere, the environment, of a 
risk-taking America. The test of 
any plan, or any part of any plan, 
should be: 
Does it fit Into a climate, politi­ 
cal and economic, which develops 
the daring and creative spirits of 
industry and commerce? 
Does it fit into a climate, politl- 
contribution of those silent part­ 
ners of the nation's business, who 
provide from their savings the 
fund* for an enterprise, but, more 
important, by so doing provide a 
stimulating example of faith and 
confidence in the country’s future? 
Intangibles, yes. but of such is 
the substance of national well­ 
being.

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RAILROAD LOSES 
COURT DECISION 


Injunction Order Reversed 


In High Tribunal Ruling 
Bt l'h* Alleviated Pre**. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. IS—A rail- 
road must make every reasonable 
effort to settle a labor dispute 
before It Is entitled, under the Nor- 
ris-LaGuardia act, to a court in­ 
junction restraining striking em­ 
ployes from committing violence 
against the road, 
the 
Supreme 
Court ruled Monday. 
Specifically, the court held that 
the Toledo, Peoria & W estern Rail­ 
road, a 239-mile road between Keo­ 
kuk, la., and Effner, Ind., had not 
made that effort and reversed 
federal district court at Quincy, 
IU., which granted the carrier an 
injunction during a strike of 104 
employes two years ago. 
The court’s unanimous opinion 
by Mr. Justice Rutledge said that 
the railroad had complied with all 
requirements of the Norris -La* 
Guardi* act and the railway labor 
act until it came to the "final and 
crucial step of arbitration.” 
In another 7-2 opinion, the court 
laid down the rule that the right 
to become a candidate for state of­ 
fice is a right or' privilege of 
state citizenship, not federal citi­ 
zenship, which alone is protected 
by the 14th amendment. 
In another case, the court ruled 
6-3 that the interstate commerce 
commission 
is not required 
to 
measure proposals for consolida­ 
tion of rail or of motor carriers 
by the standards of the anti-trust 
laws. 
The court also agreed to review 
an appeal by the justice depart 
ment from a decision by the U. S. 
court of appeals in the District of 
Columbia which involves whether 
a suspect’s "confession” may be 
admitted at his trial if his ar­ 
raignment was delayed while it 
was being obtained.

The plea for action was voiced 
in letters to 104 principal railroad 
cities, Including mayors of six 
Ohio cities—Cleveland.

“Investigations by the ODT, the 
carriers and others in various sec­ 
tions of the country.”

Eastman described the racket as 
a vast, illicit practice of buying up 
advance railroad reservations for 
later resale to hard-pressed train 
travelers at black market prices. 
First information concerning the 
black market trade was uncovered 
In New York, where the racket 
was promptly stamped out. 
An ordinance clamped a mark-up 
limit of $1 on resale of transporta­ 
tion accommodations. Eastman sug­ 
gested similar ordinances in other 
cities.

COLU.MBUS—Amp le « up p lles of 
milk and dairy p roducts will be 
available for consum er use in 19 44 
—but only if the nation’s milk p ro­ 
ducers coop erate with the govern­ 
ment, Dr. T. G. StlttB, chief of the 
dairy and p oultry branch of the 
war food adm lnistratiou, said Mon­ 
day. 
In an address before the 27th 
annual meeting of the Ohio Dairy 
Product» aaaociation, Stitts said 


the p lacing of restriction« on the 
dairy industry wa« delayed as long 
as p oaslble, but war had made such 
restriction« mandatory. 
"America m ust sup p ly milk and 
milk p roducts not only to her arm ­ 
ed forces and her civilians, but 
also to certain civilian group s in 
Allied nations and eventually to 
liberated countries,” 'h e declared. 
He said the fluctuating nature 
of sup p ly and demand necessitated 
p rice ceilings, subsidies and set- 
aside orders.

COLUMBUS—Ohio has been ex ­ 
p eriencing one of the driest wint­ 
ers In years, but crop s will escap e 
damage if rainfall is norm al be­ 
tween now and early sp ring, Ohio 
State university ex p erts assert. 
Precip itation during the last four 
months was 5.88 inches, little more 
than half the 10.69 nori|^al, while 
December’s 1.06 Inches was the 
lowest since 19 25 when a record 
low of .82 was set, the school’s 
agricultural ex tension service re­ 
p orted.

Fall Pig Crop Sets Mark 
COLUMBUS — Ohio's fall pig 
crop last year wan the largest on 
record while field crop production 
fell slightly abort of 1942'a all 
time high, the Ohio cooperative 
crop* reporting service said Mon­ 
day. 
Fall pigs totaled 3.216,000 head, 
exceeding by IO percent the pre­ 
vious record of 2,929,000 raised In 
the fall of 194(I. The crop for all 
of 1943 was 6,654,000 head, also 
IO percent above the record 1942 
crop and 49 percent above the ave­ 
rage for the preceding IO years.

in 
acreage harvested, the 1943 field 
crop 
production 
was 
below the 
record level of 194-2, but other­ 
wise probably was the highest on 
record. 
Total acreage 
harvested 
In 1943 was 10,505,000 compared 
W ith 10.245.000 In 1942. 
The harvested acreage of corn, 
soybeans for beans, potatoes and 
tame bay was larger than in 1942, 
while a smaller acreage of small 
grains and sugar beets was har­ 
vested. 
Hay Bead acreage was reduced 
sharply. Yield per acre was lower 
for ail principal crops and soy­ 
beans, buckwheat and barley to­ 
bacco were th© only ones to show 
higher total production this year 
than last. 
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th© placing of restrictions on the 
dairy industry was delayed as long 
as possible, hut. war had made such 
restrictions mandatory. 
“America must supply milk and 
milk products not only to her arm­ 
ed forces and her civilians, but 
also to certain civilian groups in 
Allied nations and eventually to 
liberated countries,” 'he declared.
